Andreas Burgener Barn 


This farmstead was built c. 1875- 
85 by Andreas Burgener. He and his 
wife, Magdelina, and two children 
emigrated from Switzerland, arriv- 
ing in Midway on July 4, 1874. 
ThiS is an English style barn built 
with wire cut nails and wooden 
pegs and continues to be used as an 
animal shelter. Other historic struc- 
tures on the farmstead include the 
smokehouse, chicken coop, out- 


house, and potrock wall. 

After Andreas died in 1933, title 
to the farmstead was transferred in 
1936 to his grandson-in-law, 
Conrad Boss, who, with his wife 
Ruby, operated the farm until his 
death in 1969. The farm continues 
to be operated by a direct descendant 
of Andreas and Magdelina Burgener, 
Rick Tatton, and appears much as it 
did in the 1880s. 

Rick has received National 
Honors in the United States in the 
Barn Again program for barns that 
are over 100 years old and still in 
use. An award was also received 
two years ago from the Farm

one family for 100 years.

Rick was 16, he has received a first 
place award from the Salt Lake 
Tribune, the sponsor of a beautifi- 
cation contest in Utah.
